critical tifes and wartime vacation 
schedules must be adjusted to har- 
monize with transportation facili- 
ties. | ah! | 

I is pointed out that the aimless 
and useless driving of the car con- 
sume rubber and gasoline needless- 
jly, and is therefore to be avoided 
for the duration of the emergency. 

“Vacations should be planned to 
involve a minimum use of trans- 
portation facilities,” says the A.M. 
A. in issuing a list of travel point- 
ers. “They should be staggered so 
that there will be an even, flow 
rather than beginning and ending 
on week-ends.” 

Vacations should have definite 
objectives and avoid the “roaming” 
from place to place which has been 
the practice in normal times. 

Present conditions that require 
that vacation driving, like all other 
driving, should be done at moder- 
ate speeds. In order to save gaso- 
line and rubber and to conserve on 
their automobiles, motorists on va- 
cation trips should never drive 
faster than forty miles an hour, 
which in fact is the maximum 
speed limit fixed for all parts of 
Canada by the Dominion Govern- 
ment. 


A step of far reaching importance

Free clinics in Calgary and Ed- 
monton have handled eighteen 
hundred cases since they were 
opened in 1941, 
diagnosis, x-ray, and radium treat- 
ments has been given. According 
to the director only 40% of those 
sent to the clinic were found to be 
suffering from cancer, The remain-

worry. He stresses that early diag- 
nosis and early treatment are the 
best means to eliminate this grow- 
ing disease and intimates that the 
necessary step in the Alberta Can- 
cer programme will be free provi- 
sion of hospital facilities.

One of the most Important con- 
{tributions being made to the war 
effort by Canadian farmers is the 
production of increased numbers 
of hogs for the purpose of provid- 
ing bacon for the United Kingdom. 
Before the yar Canada supplied 
not more than about 15 per cent of 
the total quantity of bacon and ham 
ronsumed in Britain, writes G, R. 
YPaterson, Animal Products Trade 
Commissioner, in London, England, 
in a recent issue of the Commercial 
Intelligence Journal. Out of a total 
pre-war consumption of approxi- 
mately 10,500,000 long cwts, (112Ib.) 
per annum, Canada provided «in 
1938, 1,507,656 cwts. Following the 
outbreak of war, it seemed reason- 


. ably certain that increased quanti- 


ties of bacon were likely to be re- 
quired from Canada, When the Eu- 
ropean countries were overrun by 
the enemy, Canada immediately 
became the principal source of sup- 
ply. The Dominion has increased 
her production to the point where 
during the present year she is sup- 
plying 5,357,143 cwts. the equiva- 
lent of approximately 5,000,000 
hogs, in the form of Wiltshires, 
hams and a small amount of other 
cuts. 

Recently questions have been 
asked in various quarters, both in 
Canada and the United Kingdom, 
that would indicate some thought 
is being given not only to the pres- 
ent position but also to the future. 
Some of these questions and ans- 
wers thereto are as follows: ; 

“1, What part of all the bacon 
now consumed by the United King- 
dom originates in Canada? 

“Official statistics have not been 
published since the beginning of 
the war, but a conservative esti- 
mate is 67 per cent. 

“2. Prior to the war it was re- 
peatedly emphasized in some quar- 
ters that, if Canada wished to par- 
‘ticipate in the British market to a 
greater extent than she. was then 
doing, she must produce more ba- 
con similar in type to that supplied 
by Denmark. If, in its broadest

problems. Nevertheless, with minor 
exceptions, the Canadian product 
has arrived in the United Kingdom 
in first class condition, In general 
it is of uniformly better quality, 
butchering methods ‘have been ‘im- 
proved, deliveries have been made 
as required within the limits of war 
time shipping irregularities, and 
the trade and consumers have ex- 
pressed general satisfaction with 
the Canadian product. This may 
suggest that much of the pre-war 
preference for Danish bacon was 
over-emphasized. As a matter of 
fact, during the first great war, 
when Canada also ranked first in 
importance as the United Kingdom 
supplier, too little attention was 
paid to quality. Therefore the Bri- 
tish trade and consumers welcomed 
the return of the then superior 
Danish product. A recurrence of 
this situation must not be allowed 
to interfere with Canada’s continu- 
ing to occupy her rightful place in 
the coming post-war period. 

“3. Is it true, as some seem to 
advocate, that Canadian producers 
would be better advised to increase 
the weight of hogs delivered to the 
\Canadian packing plants for pro- 
cessing and shipment as bacon to 
the United Kingdom at the present 
time? 

“No. While it may be reasonable 
and correct to say that the average 
weight of hogs might be increased 
slightly in order to preven light- 
weight and unfinished pigs being 
delivered for processing, at the 
same time it must be borne in mind 
that once a hog has been finished 
at around 200-220 pounds live 
weight it should, if it is the right 
type and has been properly fed, 
have attained the best weight at 
which it can be converted into the 
most desirable kind of Wiltshire. 
United Kingdom consumers have a 
very definite preference for bacon 
from a Wiltshire of proper weight. 
When selecting bacon they also 
give he most careful consideration 
to the best proportion of lean to fat 
to suit their needs. Contrary to the 
somewhat preavient opinion, con-

that time, what is the position now 
that she is the principal supplier? 

“Danish bacon was favoured ow- 
ing to a number of factors, chief 
among which were the following: 
{the proximity of Denmark to the 
United Kingdom market; the high 
degree of unifority in quality of 
Danish bacon; continuity of supply 
of a product that suited the taste of 
the majority of the people. 

“The geographical disadvantages 
affecting Canadian supplies . in 


peace time have been accentuated /¢ 


as a result of wartime shipping 


not favor overly fat bacon; not only 
is it less palatable, but it is also 
less economical to purchase. To 
produce hogs of heavier weights 
than have been suggested would in 
no way save shipping space so far 
as total volume is concerned, but it 
would necessitate shipping a higher 
proportion of fat in an undesirable 
and uneconomical form. Aside from 
these points, the post-war potenti- 
alities of this market as an outlet 
for a substantial volume of Cana- 
dian bacon must remain uppermost

an dhte plan recommended to the 
average beekeeper is to use the 
outside wintering case. This 
sits in the apiary all winter 
the bees are placed in the cage in 
early fall and remain tintil the tool 
spring weether is past. 

It is well to line the wintering 
case with paper and allow space 
for at least six inches of mill shav- 
ings or dry fine chaff from the 
straw pile to be well packed below 
and around the outside of the hives 
with tunnels provided at entrances. 
‘Empty supers are used above the 
brood chambers for convenience of 
feeding and bags of chaff are pack- 
ed around the empty super and in- 
side the super during winter. The 
oilcloth on the top of the frames is 
turned back slightly before bags 
are put in place for winter which 
allows excess moisture to escape. 

The apiary shoud be located 
where it is protected from the wind 
both summer and winter and where 
snow drifts will not form to com- 
pletely cover the wintering cases 
as entrances should not be comple- 
tely closed for many days at a 
time. :
